PARIS, Dec. 27. — The giant 
dirigible Dixmude, with a crew of 
fifty officers and men on board, 
possibly is safe and still fiying. ac- 
cording to news reaching Paris. 
The wireless ‘station at Medine re- 
port receiving a message from 
Ovargla stating that the Dixmude 
was tighted drifting toward Hog- 
gar, 200 kilometers (about 125 
miles) south of In Salah in North- 
ern Africa, yesterday. Light north 
and northwesterly winds were pre- 
valing. 

This report was confirmed by 
telegraph from the Southern 
gerian administration. 

The airship sailed over In Salah 
at an altitude of about 600 feet 
and was carried in a southeasterly 


direction by a light wind toward 
the mountainous region of Hoggar. 

The French military post at 
Tamanrasset, 300 miles southeast 
of In Salah and near Fort Moty- 
linski, has been advised by wireless 
and Arab cavalry commanded by a 
French officer has been dispatched 
to scour the region for the miss- 
ing dirigible. Arab troops from 
Hangain, under French officials, 
have started marching toward the 
Hoggar Mountains, which are 10,- 
000 feet high, seeking the former 
Zeppelin.

HOPE FOR CREW

were directed to the Dixmude at 
frequent intervals after its depart- 
ure. advising of weather conditions 
and warning it, for instance not to 
attempt to cross the Atlas Moun- 
tains during a gale raging there 

The officials are bewildered by 
the failure of the homing pigeons 
earried by the Dixmude to return 
to their base, as the airship al- 
ways carried a score of pigeons 
for emergency. . They are aston- 
ished also that the Dixmude did 
not drop some mem of the 
crew by parachute when passing 
over a town to give warning of 
distress and to tell of conditions. 

The loss of the airship was ad- 
mitted in some quarters today, but 
hopes were held for the safety of 
the officers and crew. as it was be- 
lieved that Commander Deplessy 
would sacrifice the airship in an 
attempt to save his men. 


SEE LONG WAIT 

It was generally believed that 
the former Zeppelin crashed 
somewhere near Northern Algiers, 
far out tn the sands of the desert, 
and that the crew preferred to 
remain together around the debris 
than to scatter and attempt to 
walk across the burning and wa- 
terless sands, believing that rescue 
parties will easily find the carcass 
of the monster dirigible. 

It was pointed out, however. 
that a jong time may elapse be- 
fore the finding of the Dixmude 
because the military airships vail- 
able possess only a short radius of 
operations, less than 250 miles, 
permitting them to-go only 125 
miles from their bases. 

There is hope that wandering 
bands of Arabs may discover the 
wreck and ride to the nearest mil- 
itary post on camels to inform the 
authorities.

History of Lighthouses One 
of Centuries

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—A se- 
ries of conferences on the fascinat- 
ing subject of lighthouses which 
has been going on in Washington 
between D. W. Hood, chief engi- 
and George R. 
Putnam, Commissioner of Light- 
houses of the United States, re- 
calls the important part which Mr. 
Hood's organization has played in 
the development of shore-line bea- 
cons. Mr. Hood is in the United 
Statey making an inspection of 
American lighthouses. In‘addition 
to his engineering work at Trinity 
House he advises the British colo- 
nies on lighthouse problems. From 
this eountry he is proceeding to 

Bermuda. 

Lighthouses date far back in the 
history of mankind. The Pharos 
at Alexandria, on the south coast 
of the Mediterranean Sea. was 
built 300 years before Christ and 
Was accounied one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World. But coast- 
wise beacons did not continue to 
be built after the decline of the 
Mediterranean civilization, and 
the Middie Ages passed by with 
practically no lights of any kind 
on the coasts. Perhaps one reagon 
was that the Southern Europeang 
felt they knew their own coasts 
well enough, and another, that the 
northern seamen had not yet de- 
veloped a seafaring life intensive 
enough to make the need pressing. 
The northern seamnen in the ear- 
lier daye were chiefly fighting men 
and fishermen who stayed close to 
shore. There was much less trad- 
ing from coast to coast in mer- 
chant Ships than in the south. 


FORMED 

It was not until about 500 years 
age that a smal! society of English- 
men formed themselves into a sort 
of religious brotherhood dedicated 
to the welfare of mariners. Their 
organization was rather loose until 
Henry VIII, King of England, gave 
the body a royal charter. The 
quaint document incorporated “The 
Brotherhood of the Most Glorious 
and Undivided Trinity and of St 
Clement in the Parish of Deptford- 
Strond,” and gave it certain con- 
cesgions and dignity. Deptford- 
Strond is a pari.h in the east end 
ey London. This charter was dated 


The brotherhoods first activities 
seemed to have been along the line 
of establishing almshouges for des- 
titute sailors, but fairly early it 
branched out Into the field of aids 
to navigation. Queen Elizabeth 
supported it and James the First 
quarreled with it, but ic continued 
to thrive. Headquarters. were 
bullt called Trinity House and, 
much enlarged from designs by the 
famous Sir Christohper Wren and 
John Trinity House stands 


to this day and continues to be 
headquarters for the organization, 
which corresponds to the American 
Bureau of Lighthouses and the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. 


CLAIMED MONOPOLY

When for- 
eign ships were wrecked the sur- 
vivors might be held for ransom, 
There is on record a petition sent 
to the King by the beach combers 
in the neighborhood of the danger- 
ous reef called the Lizard on the 
occasion of a project to build a 
lighthouse at that place. The peti- 
tion remonstrated against the plan. 
It said that a beacon would “take 
away God's grace from them, as 
they will have no more benefit 
from shipwreck.” Neverthelesg, 
the light was built. 


DUES PAID 

Members of the brotherhood 
paid dues and occasionally a be- 
quest would be left to the imstitu- 
tion. One famous one was left by 
a Capt. Richard Maples, master of 
an East Indianman, in 1680. His 
bequest wags used to build light- 
houses and a part of it to erect a 
statue to him, which still stands 
at Trinity House. 

The brotherhood did not cver- 
look the social amenities in con- 
nection with their work. There are 
curious records of their occasional 
feasts. One old record shows that 
‘the cabaret idea is not modern, 
for the account books show, in ad- 
dition to the cost of the food and 
drink, an item of 6 shillings and 8 
pence for “apparel for ten danc- 
ers." The purchasing power of 
money was higher in those days, 
but even so it would appear that 
the ten dancers must have been 
rather scantily clad if they wore 
only $1.66 worth of apparel among 
them. 

Samuel Pepys, the famous dia- 
rist, was attached to the Trinity 
House Corporation in his day. It 
then practically constituted the 
British Navy Department. Pepys 
was evarden of the corporation in 
1676 and, one may’ be sure, made 
it a point to attend the feasts. He 
refers to several of them in his 
diary. On one occagion he says: 
“I eat a little too much beef, which 
made me sick.” John Evelyn was 
another famous brother of Trinity 
House. 

CARVER EXPERT 

Perhaps one of the most famous 
men to be produced by the organ- 
ization was Grinling Gibbons. Gib- 
bens was a workmah who carved 

heads and other woodwork 
ich was much used to decorate 
the old wooden ships. John Evelyn 
saw his work and instan‘*ly recog- 
nized that he was not an ordinary 
shipwright. He got him work carv- 
ing furniture and interior wood- 
work, such as mantels, pediments 
and stairways, for the houses of 
certain rich men. The name of 
Gtinling Gibbonge still stands at the 
head of the list of wood carvers, 
occupying the same relation to 
wood as the names of Phidias and 
Michelangelo do to marble. 

Perhaps the most famous |! 
house in the world is the E A 
stone Light. It is situated off the 
southwest coast of England, the 
point of land which bears the 
brunt of the wild gales of 
North Atlantic. Trinity House

An 
architect named Henry Winstan- 
ley was employed. He designed a 
curious structure which looked 
more like a Swiss chalet than « 
lighthouse. Before it wae finished 
it was swept away in a storm, 
Winstanley and all his workmen 
with it. A ‘man named Rudyerd 
was designer of the mext one, a 
mig of oak filled with stone. This 

» destroyed by fire in 1755, after 
. ng withstodd the waves for 
many veare. The following year 
John Smeaton designed a light- 
house of granite blocks dovetailed 
together. They weighed a ton each 
and this tower stood until 1877— 
more than a century. It then be- 
came 60 that Trinity 
House had Sir J. N. Douglass build 
the present light. 

The old lights were illuminated 
by coal and wood fire and, later, 
by numerous candles, Trinity 
House, among «cores of other cur!i- 
ous antiques, has a mechanical 
clock which struck the hours at 
which the candles in the old Eddy- 
stone Light should be snuffed. 

Mr. Hood's visit to Washington is 
of special interest as recalling how 
the science of lighthouse building 
has developed and how Trinity 
House has grown from the days 
when it designed the famous ship, 
the Harry Grace De Deu, for Hen- 
ry VIL, to the present, when ft still 
ie functioning as an important ad- 
junect of the British Admiralty.

In this 
vast volume of commerce our own exports— 
which have increased nearly 300 per cent— 
furnish much of the showing. 

Back in 1913 only 48 per cent of Mexico's 
imports were from the United States. This 
year the proportion will reach 76 per cent. 
In 1913 Cuba took only 51 per cent of her 
imports from the United States. This year 


only 15 per cent of ber imports from the 
United States in 1913. This year the im- 
ports from America make nearly 30 per 
cent of the whole volume of foreign trade. 
In Brazil the share drawn from the United 
States jumped from 16 per cent before the 
war to 31 per cent in 1921 and will be much 
heavier this year. In Uruguay the propor- 
tion from America has nearly tripled since 
the war. In the case of the Dominican re 
public the imports from the United States 
now form 84 per cent of the total. 

It is understood that of the total exports 
from our soil to the nations to the south 
virtually 80 per cent is represented by mas-| 
ufactures and machinery. In return we 
draw heavily on tropical products, food 
stuffs and sundry raw materials. It forma 
an admirable exchange and there is no rea- 
son why it should not be amplified and ex- 
tended indefinitely. To the manufacturers 
and producers of the Los Angeles district 
this South American commerce should es- 
pecially appeal. The increase is largely 
due to our own activities and with better 
understandings this trade will rapidly ex- 
pand.

SHOULD SHOOT QUICK 

“While most of the animals will 
run on seeing a human being. 
there are some that will stand 
their ground. When this happens 
there is only one thing to do and 
that is shoot and shoot quick. If 
the hunter shows signs of timidity 
and retreat, chances are ten to 
one that the animal will charge 
and that usually means an abrupt 
end of the nimrod’s career. Some 
creatures are more treacherous 
than others, but it is well to keep 
a sharp eye on any jungle beast.”

IHARDLY KNEW LOS ANGELES'| 


Professor Who Lived Here Fifty Y ears Ago Returns; 
Old Love Romance Revealed 


He had wanted to tell of the 


Prof. Drake is professor of eco- 
nomics at the college of mines, 
University of Texas, in El Pago. 
With his bride, whom he had se- 
cretly adored for forty years be- 
fore their marriage, he came to 


Los Angeles a few days ago to 
show her the scenes where he had 
spent his youth. Sut the places 
that had remained so intimate in 
his memories could not be found. 
They had vansithed and another 
California with great cities and 
greater beauties had arisen in their 
place. It was to relate these two 
comparisons—-the Los Angeles and 
Southern California of fifty years 
ago and the Los Angeles and South- 
ern California of today——that urged 
him to summon a reporter to his 
hotel suite. But another and sweet- 
er story was obtained. 


CAME WEST IN 1873 

Prof. Drake came to California 
over the old Central Pacific Rail- 
way to San Francisco in 1873. He 
journeyed to Santa Barbara, then a 
town of 2500 population, by steam- 
er, and obtained a position as 
school-teacher in the Santa Maria 
district, seventy miles north of 
Santa Barbara. 

“TI was only 17,” he said. “There 
was not a school building in the 
district, but at that time Don Juan 
Pedro operated a saloon and bil- 
liard room in the same building. 
He moved the billiard table over 
to the saloon side and I taught my 
class (‘of Mexican children in the 
billiard room, the lessons always 
punctuated by the raucous rabble 
in the saloon.” 

At the close of one of his school 
terms Prof. Drake journeyed south- 
ward to visit the thriving city of 
Los Angeles, which then boasted of 
a population of 6000, He traveled 
steamer aboard the “old tub 
lorama.”’ and planned to debark 
at San Juan Buena Ventura. A 
storm at sea prevented the ship 
from landing its passengers so, in- 
stead of spending a few hours 
aboard, the passengers were com- 
pelled to spend one week on the 
vessel. They were taken all the 

to San Diego and then back 
Bante Barbara. 


A few months later the youthful 
professor again attempted to reach 
Los Angeles. He made the trip 
with a team and found here a 
bustling town. 


romantic days of the California of 


fifty years ago, but before Prof. E. A. Drake concluded his interview 
at the Alexandria yesterday he had disclosed another romance—the 
story of his recent marriage to tlie girl he had loved for forty years 
before he asked her to become his wife. 


“The population was chiefly 
Mexican,” he said, “and the busi- 
ness district wag at the junction of 
North Main and Spring streets, 
where the postoffice now stands.

ly newspaper in Socorro, and, 
finally, in the University of Texas. 

“Was it your love for the girl 
who married somebody else that 
caused you to remain a bachelor?” 
he was asked. 

“Well-——-I suppose so.” he admit- 
ted. “She was the only woman I 
had ever cared for. None others 
interested me, so I just remained a 
bachelor.” 


Forty years passed, Prof. Drake 
said, but he continued to secretly 
love the girl of his college-day 
memories. She had gone East. 
He had gone West. They had never 
heard from each other, neither had 
never known where the other wag, 
had never seen each other until 
shortly before Christmas, 1922.
